Simla, the 15th September 1930. 

No. F. 3 (XIY)-F/30.—In their Notification 
No. F. 13(G)-F/29, dated the 15th July 1929, 
the Government ot India promulgated certain 
revised rates lor the issue ol Post Office Cash 
Certificates, which raised the yield thereon so 
as to correspond‘with their borrowing rate for 
the year 1929. Owing to a further increase 
in the rate at which the Government of India 
borrowed in the open*market during the cur¬ 
rent year, they have decided to increase the 
yield on Cash Certificates to a corresponding 
extent with a view to maintaining the popu¬ 
larity of this form of investment. The 
amounts repayable on the certificates of the 
different denominations issued on or after the 
1>5th September 1930 will be as shown in the 
following table:— 
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2. Under paragraph 2 of the Government 
of India, Finance Department Notification 
No. F. 6-F., dated the 15th March 1926, 
holders of Cash Certificates issued prior to the 
1st April 1926 were allowed, at their option, 
to hold them for a further period of five years 
qiter maturity obtaining a return of Rs. 13 at 
the end of the tenth year on a Cash Certificate 
.of the minimum denomination of Rs. 10. 
This concession will no longer be attractive 
in the* case of certificates, which mature on or 
after the 15th September 1930 as the holders 
can obtain a higher yield by cashing them and 


reinvesting the proceeds at the rates prescribed 
in paragraph 1 above. The Government of 
India have therefore decided that holders of 
Cash Certificates which mature (t.e., complete 
the five year period) on or after the 15th Sep¬ 
tember 1930 and before the date from which 
the rates given in paragraph 1 above may be 
revised should be allowed, at their option, to 
hold them for a further period of five years 
after maturity earning interest thereon at the 
' rate of 2- annas (on a Cash Certificate of the 
minimum denomination of Rs. 10) for every 
completed three months during the first three 
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rl a ft«r maturity and 3 annas for everjj the end of flv| years. The amounts wpayabla

per cent, of the premia paid, should tho nominee pre¬ 
decease them aftor five years of admission. The second 
quinquennial valuation of the Fund has been completed 
by the Actuary to tho Government of India, and his 
report^ disoloset-' very favourable results. For forma of 
application anil rules of the Fund apply to tho Accountant- 
General, Bengal, Imperial Secretariat Buildings, Calcutta.
